Benton Harbor and St, Joseph’s 
Hebrew Traders Are Pr»> 
paring to Leave. 


MUST GET OUT OF THE STATE 


T h«r« Ar* 2 S of Th«m H er* and 
Th«y C an n o t Afford to Pay 
th a R oquirad LIcanto. 


A law enacted by the late legislature 
of Michigan and which went into effect 
June 1 grants permission to every 
township board in the state of Michigan 
to pass a measure, requiring p^dlers to 
pay a license ranging from $6 to 030, 
aooording to the population of the 
township. 


This law is going to cause a loss of 
100 or more in the population of Benton 
Harbor and St. Joseph. There are 25 
peddlers, mostly of Hebrew descent, in 
the two cities and they are compelled 
by the new law to leave, and, with their 
families and the friends who will follow 
them, their departure means a loss of no 
less than 100 persons. 


The law was intended for a protec­ 
tion to merchants and no doubt will 
have the desired effect. It was drafted 
and lobbied through the legislature 
by the Grand Rapids merchants. By 
its passage it was expected to drive the 
peddlers in Michigan to other locali­ 
ties. It is estimated there are 10,000 
of this class of tradesmen in the state 
and most of them no doubt will leave 
for states where they can do business 
without paying a license. Peddling is 
their business. 


There is no other employment to 
which they can turn their hands and 
make a living, and their departure is 
therefore necessary. 


They cannot remain in Michigan and 


peddle for their bread. Many of them 
in a day’s travel pass through many 
townships and if they paid the license 
each township has a right to exact 
the profits of their sales would be con­ 
sumed and their stock in trade greatly 
diminished. 


So far as known no township board 
of Berrien county has passed a ped­ 
dlers’ license measure, but it is ex­ 
pected that such measures will soon be 
common. _______________

“We hive met to counsel togèt&er aid

' “Whereas^ The present strike of coal 
miners has again 'demonstrated the fact 
that our so-called liberty is not freedom,, 
but Is a stupendous sham, under which 
millions are degMierating, while hun^ 
dreds of thousands of men,, womeç apd 
children are starving In hovels ard 
the public highways:

The convention broke into wild cheer­ 
ing which developed In a minute Into a 
spontaneous call tor Debs. Ilie famous 
labor leader and avowed head of ihe 
Social Democracy of thii coutotry, who 
had not uttered a word since the coit- 
ventlon opened, hut who had not mISMd 
a minute of Its proceedings, rose from 
his seat and came slowly to the plat­ 
form. When the cheering ceased Debs 
began a speech which was Ihtérrupted 
at the end of neatly every sentence by 
cheering and hand-clapping. He said: 
“I believe the gravity of the Industrial 
situation In this country Is well under­ 
stood. It Is quite evident the delegates 
to the convention are cognisant of the 
fact that civil liberty I» dead in Amer­ 
ica.

Labor 
Is the cheapest commodity on God's 
earth, and yet there are those who 
would have it at a lower price. 


“Only the other day the united voice 
of labor was raised against the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Powderly to a federal 
position, 
and I notice that he was 
promptly put into the place. [Mingled 
cheers and hisses.] From Justice of the 
peace to Justice of the supreme court of 
the United States all the Judicial pow­ 
ers of the United States' are directed 
against labor. All the organized sources 
of society are against labor, and if la­ 
bor expects to emancipate Itself labor 
Itself must do It.” Debs then told the 
convention that much destitution ex­ 
isted among the miners of the once 
proud state of Indiana, and stated that 
1,000 underground workers and their 
families were starving. 
He read the 
report of the commission appointed by 
Governor Mount to examine into the 
condition of the miners of Indiana and 
then took up the thread of his, argu­ 
ment. 


“The time has not quite come to In­ 
cite the populace," said Debs, shaking 
bis list/vehemently. “I serve notice on 
the plutocratic element of this country 
that we are on the eve of another meet­ 
ing in Chicago which will be attended 
by all branches of labor. That conven­ 
tion will take up these same questions 
and will institute agitation and keep 
it going until the public conscience and 
public heart are aroused. Then will come 
such an uprising as the world has never 
seen.” 


Debs continued at some length, and 
grew more impassioned as he proceed­ 
ed. ^ When he closed the platform was 
adopted as It stood and the convention, 
after hearing some moré speeches, ad­ 
journed sine die.

Back in the early esventiei the Taoo- 
n a Mill oompaby, not being aide Jo 
handily leoure gold and silTer for nee 
in trading with and paying off the In­ 
dian laborers and early settlen, hit 
upon the novel plant of Isinjng Itf own 
ourrency, and to this end set Ita black­ 
smith to work to fashion for it out 
of scraps of iron and brass pieces of 
money, or, rather, tokens, which could 
be used as a circulating medium. The 
pieces consisted of 40 eent and 46 cent 
iron tokens and brass |1 pieces. The 40 
cent pieces were about an inch in diam­ 
eter and the 46 cent pieces were about 
the siie of the present silver half dollar. 
The |1 pieces were oval in ahape, about 
inches long, an inoh wide 'And a 
sixteenth of an inoh in thicknesa These 
pieces were stamped with the figures 
showing their value, and readily passed 
current all over the country tributary to 
the mill. Nearly all of'^this old '*mill’' 
coin has passed away, but a few days 
ago William Hanson of the Tacoma Mill 
company presented a set of these queer 
coins to the Ferry museum. In his let­ 
ter to the museum hé said : 


**The honesty of the people and the 
absence of any blacksmiUi shop save 
that of the company made the use of 
this money possible. ** 


Oregon has long boasted that the 
** Beaver" coin, minted at Oregon Oity 
in the early fifties, was the only money 
Bsinted in the northwest in the days of 
the pioneer, but here in Tacoma, long 
years after Oregon’s ‘/Beaver** mint 
had beeome a hitftorical incident, was a 
primitive mint that supplied the coin 
to furnish tlie pioneers and Indians with 
all of the necessities for their rough 
lives. The coins, which are still pre­ 
served, are roughly made, just such as 
any blacksmith with ordinary tools 
might moke, and as a matter of fact 
during the early years of the mill com­ 
pany’s existence formed practically the 
local circulating medinm of exchange. 
When the Indians who were employed 
in the mill were paid for their labor, 
this coin sufflced, as all the trading 
they did was with thé little stor^ run in 
connection with the mill. The'* iron and 
brass pieces were, of conrse, passed 
among the Indians in trading with each 
other, and as anything in the way of 
supplies was purchased by them at the 
mill store the pieces were folly as good 
to them as if they had borne the stamp 
of the government.

**The influence of environment upon 
organisms is nowhere more striking,” 
says Science, ‘‘than in the case of ani­ 
mals which find themselves acciden­ 
tally lost in oaves and which succeed in 
accustoming themselves to the situa­ 
tion in spite of its difficnltiea 
M. Ar- 
maud Vire gives some notes on his ob­ 
servations in the Comptes Rendns. The 
principal difference in the situation 
consists in the absence of light and in 
the rarity qf animal prey. The eye al­ 
ways becomes atrophied to a degree 
which varies with the species and also 
with .the individual. There is some 
times a difference between the two eyes 
of a single individual. The eyes are to 
a certain extent replaced by other or­ 
gans of sense; the antennie of the 
campodes become, in some individnals« 
twice as long as usual, and sometimes 
longer than the entire body. The tactile 
hairs with which the body is covered 
obtain an exaggerated development, and 
in the crustaceans sometimes even in­ 
vade the ocular globe. Hearing does not 
seem to be accentuated, but the sense of 
smell is very acute, and a bit of tainted 
fiesh beconies invaded in a very few 
minutes with a large colony of animals. 
The organs of digestion become very 
considerably modified in . those species 
which are naturally carnivorous, and 
in two itapbylins the mandibles were 
found to be completely atrophied. Every 
animal is more or less completely de 
pigmented, but those which • had no 
trace of color remaining began to have 
numerous little black spots disseminated 
over the whole body after they had 
been kept for a month in the light, and 
these spots were particularly abundant 
in those parts (autenusB and claws 
which had been accidentally lost and 
were in course of restoration. ’*

Some lovable traiti of character in 
Prosper Merimee. the famous French 
novelist, who has left to posterity the 
reputation of a misanthrope and a cynic, 
are revealed in the pages of Augustus 
Filon*s **Merimee and His Friends." 


M Filon tells us how this celebrated 
author devoted 100 louis of his salary 
as senator toward pensioning an old 
prefect of lionis Philippe who had been 
ruined by the revolution of 1848, and 
how for 30 years he assisted and pro 
tected a humble sculptor in whom he 
had become interested. 


M. Filon relates an incident of Meri- 
mee*s childhood that shows how sus­ 
ceptible bis nature was to strong im 
pressions, and how responsible older 
people, and particularly parents, are 
for the development of certain traits in 
children. 


When the future novelist was 6 years 
of age, he was once punished by his 
mother for some naughtiness of which 
he was guilty.

Minneapolis, Rept. |.-T-niere was a 
senmtlonal shooting affray at the coun­ 
ty jail (portly after midnight yesterday 
morning, JamM L .' ifuit>hy, a deputy 
sl^erlfri succeeded, hy jvlr|ue oCi his elll- 
olal poBltlon, In,getting accest to, ^ e Jail. 
He brought with him a wbnian who he 
said was under arrest, and ^sent for Ma­ 
tron WObdbum. Having; thus cleared 
t|ie wajr.i he| enier«4 the ilatter*s apart­ 
ments and opened fire on . her husband, 
davis H. ‘Wcodbfirni who was asleep 
In bed. v He fired eleven shota; five of 
which entei«d Wobdbuni's body, et- 
claiming: i'Til teach him to ruin my 
daughter." 


The watchmn rushed In aad prevent­ 
ed Woodburii. who had by this time se­ 
cured, his own: w^pon. tfrom firing, at 
Murphy. Murphy gave himself up and 
refused to discura the case, except to say 
that he was a Kentuckian and had shot 
to kill. Woodburn Is seriouriy but not 
fatally shot. He will not talk.
